Tom Taggart has sold Indiana to Dave 
Hill ané Judge Parker. The consideration, 
of course, is to be a mess of pottage and 
Tom Taggart is to have the distribution of It. 

The former mayor of Indianapolis and the 
acknowledged boss of the Indiana democrats 
has just stopped over here on his return 
from New York in company with Joe Fan- 
ning, his first lieutenant, and W. H. O’Brien, 
chairman ofthe democratic state central 
committee. Their visit to New York and Al- 
bany was conducted with the greatest se- 
crecy. It was entirely successful, from 
their point of view, and if the triumvirate 
can manage it, and they think they can,,the 
solid vote from Indiana will be cast for Judge 
Parker of Kingston, N. Y., at the demo- 
cratic national convention in St. Louis. 

David B. Hill, finding he can not actually 
be the presidential candidate himself, has 
become the campaign manager for Judge 
Parker and in that capacity will have the 
disposal of the Parker boom. If the judge is 
elected president Mr. Hill will be secretary 
of state or attorney general and in that 
capacity will be the Hanna of the Parker 
administration. If Parker should fail to 
secure the nomination at St. Louis, stranger 
things might happen tham to have his 
strength deftly turned at the last moment 
toward Mr. Hill himself. Mr. Hill never has 
been thoroughly convinced he would not 
make a good president himself. He is a 
tricky politician, as a matter of course, and 
every one who knows the former senator 
krows that he is the equal if not the supe- 
rior intellectually of any man who has yet 
been mentioned for the democratic presiden- 
tial nomination.

CHARGE ATTEMPT TO EXTORT 


Testimony of Dr. Hugh V. Pribyl Leads 
to Issuing of Warrant. 


Paul Blatchford, secretary of the Chicago 
Plumbing Supply association, was arrested 
yesterday on the charge of trying to extort 
money by threats. This action was the re- 
sult of the testimony of Dr. Hugh V. Pribyl, 
5318 Jackson avenue, who made charges 
against the association in Justice G. W. 
Underwood's courtin the afternoon. Blatch- 
ford is already under indictment, together 
with officials of the firms alleged to be in the 
plumbing supply pool. 

The testimony taken yesterday was in con- 
nectign with the prosecution of individuals 
connected with some of the firms accused by 
W. 8S. Moore of Evanston. One of the two 
suits brought by him was against A. D. 
Saunders, president of the Federal company. 
The defendant in the other suit was Herman 
Hoelscher, assistant manager of the L. 
Wolff Manufacturing company. The charge 
in both cases was conspiracy. 


Testimony of Dr. Pribyl. 

The only witness to take the stand was Dr. 
Pribyl, who is interested in the business of 
his father-in-law, Charles Wesely, manufac- 
turer of laundry tubs and sinks. His testi- 
mony will be taken up again next Friday. 


versations held with Blatchford during the 
same period. He stated that a boycott 
started against his house in the fall of 1902 is 
still in effect.

It proves the play is a sensitive plant and 
that it needs nelp. ° When anything needs heitp 
itis weak. Again, the endowment of a thea- 
ter means so much more than the endowment 
of anything elsle. There are so many side 
issues, and so many bristles sticking out In 
all directions. I should not care to be tied 
up with an enterprise that had so many 
ramifications. 

** Also it is silly to talk about endowing a 
theater with $50,000, as you tell me the report 
that I intend to support Ben Greet’s pro- 
duction has it. It is not with thousands but 
millions that a theater should be endowed. 
Fifty thousand dollars would amount to noth- 
ing if one was in earnest.”

New York Market-Is Cornered by 


John D. Rockefeller. 


ARE FREE TO BIBLE CLASS.. 


Buyers Forced to Make Up for the 
Gifts to the Sunday School. 


New York, March 15.—[Special.}—John D. 
Rockefeller has cornered the violet market 
and H. McK. Twombly has a monopoly on 
thegorchid output. 

This announcement is not new to the 
florists of New York, who have been buy- 
ing 30,000 violets a day from Rockefeller 
at Dobbs Ferry, and have for many moons 
been depending entirely upon the green- 
houses of Mr. Twombly at Madison, N. J., 
for their supply of orchids—particularly 
those of the popular mauve variety—but it 
came like a thunderbolt out of the clear sky 
to the men on ‘change and thousands of 
persons who wear violets and are familiar 
with the Standard Oil company. 


Twombly Also Sells Milk. 

Twombly, who also sells milk, does not, 
therefore, depend upon the sale of orchids 
for his sole revenue. His gardener gets 
most of the benefit. Twombly merely wears 
an orchid in his buttonhole now and then 
and sometimes Inspects the greenhouse. 

But it 1s different up at Dobbs Ferry. 
Rockefeller has the best sort of violets 
grown. He charges anything he wants for 
them. They are the standard for the débu- 
tante and matinée girl or the young man 
who likes them on his frock coat. They are 
just like oil. Only they bloom instead of 
burn. Every member of the famous Sunday 
school class is presented with a blue bou- 
quet of the finest variety each Sunday, 
therefore on that day the price of violets 
downtown is higher. 

They will cost '25 cents more a hundred, so 
greenhouse men say. 

The train that runs down from Dobbs 
Ferry about 9 o’clock in the morning is called 
the Rockefeller Violet Special. It is met 
each day by crowds of local florists who are 
anxious to make the first bid and get the 
choicest bunches. The station at that time, 
as every one knows, is redolent with fresh 
purple perfume. 

Rockefeller Acts as Auctioneer. 

Rockefeller now and then comes down én 
the car himself and presides at the auction. 
He knows each bunch of flowers and ite price, 
and Standard Oil rules of procedure hold 
throughout. Those which are picked by 
Rockefeller himself are said to be the most ex- 
pensive. 

It is said the merger decision will not affect 
this horticultural combination. Rockefel- 
ler’s gardener, when interviewed at Dobbs 
Ferry today, said: 

“ Yes, we have a corner on the violet mar- 
ket. Our violets are the best known and 
most popular, and the largest species in the 
world. I am sorry to hear that ail other vio- 
let growers are going out of business, but as 
Mr. Rockefeller has so often told us, ‘ Busi- 
ness is business.’ ”’

Confirmation of this movement is not Ob 
tainable from any reliable source, but recent 
scouting in the vicinity of Port Arthur Gas 
failed to reveal the presence of any Russiag 
warships.

RUSSIA'S PLANS ALL MADE 


KOUROPATKIN HURRIES TO FRONT 

TO START HIS CAMPAIGN. 

Everything WHill Be Sidetracked to 

Make Way for the Chief—Rumors of 
Sinking Ships in Port Arthur Harbor 
Denied—Something of a Striking 
Nature Expected on Commander's 
Birthday, Which Is March 30—Sev- 
eral Skirmishes Near Yalu. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 15.—The report 
from Newchwang that four Russian steam- 
ers have been sunk at the entrance to Port 
Arthur after the removal of the battleship 
Retvizan is authoritatively denied here. It 
is asserted that with the exception of the dis- 
patch of yesterday from Gen. Zilinsky no 
official telegrams containing news of fight- 
ing have been received in the last forty- 
eight hours. ° 


Clear Track for Kouropatkin. 

Gen. Kouropatkin expects to reach Mukden 
March 26. ‘Everything will be sidetracked 
in order to get him to the front on schedule 
time. The general may proceed on a flying 
visit to Port Arthur, but he is more likely 
to enter at once upon. his duties as comman- 
der in chief of the Manchurian army. He 
bears an autograph letter from the emperor 
to Viceroy Alexieff, to whom he will report. 
It is understood that the viceroy then will 
turn over the entire direction of the land 
operations to Gen. Kouropatkin, who\ will 
transmit his reports to the emperor through 
the viceroy, but practically this is the only 
point on which Viceroy Alexieff will main- 
tain superiority. 

Gen. Kouropatkin had his plan of campaign 
practically perfected before he left here for 
the far east. He returned to St. Petersburg 
quietly from ‘his country seat and his pres- 
ence here was not known for four days. 
These four/days he devoted to the elabora- 
tion of his plans in conjunction with his 
staff and with the aid of all the {information 
in possession of the ministry of war as wel! 
as of the special reports from the theater 
of war. j 

A superstitious idea prevails here that 
Gen. Kouropatkin will signalize his birth- 
day, which occurs on March 30, and which 
is also his patron saint's day, with some 
important act. 


Men Pushed On to the Yalu. 

On account of the difficulty of housing the 
vast number of troops poured into Muk- 
den, 14,000 have been sent forward within 
the last few days towards the Yalu river, as 
reinforcements for the 7,000 troops already 
at Kasan and Anju, and the stream of troops 
from European Russia is now being held at 
Harbin. The housing problem will disap- 
pear with the advent of warmer weather, 
but In the meantime the government is hur- 
rying forward large numbers of portable 
collapsible wooden quarters. 1,800 of these 
having already been dispatched from St. 
Petersburg and 3.000 from Moscow. 

The statement by Gen. Zilinski that the 
Russians found poisoned swords left by the 
fleeing Japanese has aroused much comment. 
Similar swords were used by the Chinese 
during the Boxer rebellion, especially in 
Manchuria, and the slightest wound inflicted 
by them proved fatal. 

The use of such weapons is prohibited by 
the Geneva and Hague conventions. 


Skirmishing Along the Yalu.

AMERICAN HELD AS SPY 


MINER IS DETAINED BY JAPAN- 
ESE, BUT LATER RELEASED. 


Refagees Reaching Chemulpo Agree in 
Saying They Have Been Treated 
Well by All Japs They Met on Way— 
United States Flag Respected by All 
of Mikado’s Soldiers Throughout 
Corea—Correspondents Not Alldwed 
to Go with Army. 


CHEMULPO, March 15.—An American 
miner returning from the mines at Unsan 
was arrested north of Pingyang by Japanese 
on suspicion of being a Russianspy. He was 
speedily released when his identity was es- 
tablished. 


“The United States cruiser Cincinnati re- 


turned here today from Chinnampo with a 
number of American refugees from the 
American company’s mine at Unsan and 
missions in that vicinity. Theparty consists 
of three men and twenty-two women and 
children. All are well. They praise the 
kindness of the officers of the Cincinnati, 
who gave up their cabins to them. 


American Flag Respected. 

The refugees traveled from Unsan to Chin- 
nampo in carts bearing American flags and 
were escorted as far as Pingyang by a band 
from the’ mines. ‘They were unmolested. 
Near Anju they met two smal) groups of 
Cossacks... 

During the party’s stay at Pingyang the 
Japanese officials requested them to wear | 
badges bearing the American colors in order 
that they might be allowed to leave and enter 
the town freely. The party was stopped five 
times by Japanese soldiers, of whom the 
party saw great numbers along the road to 
the coast. The Japanese treated them cour- 
teously. 

_ Correspondents Are Halted. 


SEOUL, March 15.—The Japanese authori- 
ties have ordered the newspaper correspond- 
ents at Plugyang and Anju toreturn. They 
also refuse to honor the permits formerly 
given for correspondents to accompany 
troops to the front and are holding them at 
Seoul. This action is regarded as significant. 

The effect of the Japanese-Corean protocol 
has already been felt. It was learned today 
that sweeping changes will be made in the 
Corean administration. Corrupt officials 
will be cashiered, cruel punishments will be 
abolished, and the postal system will be ex- 
tended. 

A Japanese officer is about to be appointed 
adviser to the war office, and pnrefects who 
have kept the money intended for the peas- 
ants in payment for grain bought for the 
Japanese will be prosecuted. ,

SAYS RUSSIA IS FOR PEACE. 


Consul General at New York Principal 
Speaker at Nonpolitical Gath- 
ering. 


New York, March 15.—The Russian consul 
general, Nicholas Lodygenski, was the prin- 
cipal speaker tonight at a  nonpolitical 
meeting of prominent Russians and Amer- 
icans at the Waldorf-Astoria, and the key- 
note of his address was peace. The gath- 
ering was styled ‘‘ An Evening in Russia” 
and was under the auspices of the Codp- 
erative Entertainment club. 

The censul general, in speaking on “ Rus- 
sia and Its People,"’ said the chief aim of 
the nation was to accomplish a great Chris- 
tian mission, beside which war, politics, and 
commerce were of second consideration. 
He lauded the Russian appreciation of the 
noble réle of woman life and the long 
period of friendship between Russia and 
the United States, and concluded: 


sciousness of the truth of my statement, 
that the most fervent wish of the Russian 
people—without distinction in fits Christian 
denominations and nonchristian faiths, 
without distinction of classes and of its 
ethnographical nationalities—I say that the 
whole undivided and indivisible nation of 
140,000,000 have only wish, and this is 
peace.”’ 

A letter from Count Cassini, Russian am- 
bassador at Washington, was read. It de- 
nied that the decision not to exhibit at the 
St. Louis fair was due to resentment against 
the United States. 


RACE HATRED LEADS TO RIOT. 


Germans Stone Hall in Which Kubelik, 
Violinist, Is Giving Concert, and 
7 Artist Flees. 


VIENNA. March 15.—German-Czech race 
hatred led to a serious riot at Ling, the capi- 
tal of Upper Austria, today, where a mob of 
infuriated Germans in revenge for the ill 
treatment of their compatriots at Prague 
stormed the hall in which Jan Kubelik, the 
Bohemian violinist, was giving a concert, 
compelling the artist to seek safety in flight.

SAYS HE STOLE LETTERS 


Edward Kerlin Admits Robbing Mail 
Boxes for Months and Estimates Pro- 
ceeds at $50 or More a Day. 


The stealing of hundreds of letters from 
mail boxes in Hyde Park in the last three 
months .is solved by the confession of Ed- 
ward Kerlin, who was arrested yesterday. 
He says that, after forging indorsements on 
checks and money orders, he cashed them, 
chiefly in State street department stores. 

. Kerlin} who is 30 years of age, was releabed 
from the Jolfet penitentiary last October, at 
the expiration of a three year séntence for 
robbing mail boxes. He claims to be a unl- 
versity duate and says his parents are 
“wealthy residents of Woodlawn. 

He declares that when released from the 
penitentiary he secured a position with a 
real estate firm in Woodlawn, but the con- 
stant surveillance of government detectives 
who learned of his whereabouts annoyed his 
employers and he was discharged. 

Then he decided to resume criminal opera- 
tions. A bent pin attached toa piece of wire 
or a small stick with adhesive liquid were 
the only implements used by Kerlin. Fol- 
lowing after the letter carrier, he quickly 
secured all the mail not at once removed 
from the boxes by persons to whom it was 
addressed. Letters not containing checks 
were destroyed. 

‘* For three months I have averaged not less 
than $50 a day,” he said.

THAN WAS EXPECTED. — 


Greatest Falling Off Is in the Lodging 

' House Wards, Where the New Law 
Hits Colonization—Seventh, with 
5,832 New Names, Leads the List — 
City’s Total Is 448,172, but Revision 
Will Reduce This—Deneen’s District 
Does Well. 

Considering the effort made to arouse vo- 
ters whose names were not on the poll books 
yesterday's regiétration was not so large as 
had been expected. The total number regis- 
tered in the thirty-five wards was 74,930, 
practically the average for off years when 
there is nothing of moment in the campaign. 

The river wards, which heretofore always 
have secured the greatest numbers, show 4 
marked falling off this year. Evidently this 
is the result of the present lodging house law. 
The First ward comes in with 3,217, instead 
of 6,000 or more. The Eighteenth returns 
only 2,371 and the Nineteenth falls down to 
1,476., This time the Seventh is the banner 
ward, adding 5,882 voters to its polling lists. 

At the close of registration a-year ago 
there were 373,242 names on the poll books in 
Chicago. The additions of yesterday bring 
the aggregate up to 448,172. This list, how- 
ever, will be revised and this invariably re- 
sults in striking off many names. The regis- 
tering passed off quietly. Not a single dis- 
turbance was reported.

RED CARTS ADDED TO “WHITE 
WINGS” FOR STREET WORK.

“Crimson flyers” have been added to 
“white wings “” in the new crusade for mu- 
} nicipal cleanliness. They will be seen in 
Chicago streets within two weeks. 

The south side will introduce the innova- 
tion as part of its plan to outstrip the north 
side in its ambition to be first in the field this 
spring with a force of white uniformed street 
sweepers. The South Central Improvement 
association, of which E. C. Wentworth is 
president, is supporting the plan. The dis- 
trict to be cleaned is between Sixteenth and 
Thirty-first streets and Michigan avenue and 
the lake. 


“Crimson Flyers” Are Red Carts. 
“Crimson flyers,” as described by Mr. 
Wentworth yesterday, are a new style of 
brilliant red carts, which are to be used each 
day in carrying away litter and rubbish 
swept up by the “ white wings.” The “ fiy- 


remove all garbage and ashes from each 
house. 

The downtown district also may see the 
advent of the “ white wings ” this season. 

“It is just what should be done down- 
town,” said Mr. Wentworth. “ An associa- 
tion of property owners and tenants in the 
downtown district could easily be formed and 
could keep this unsightly territory scoured 
and bright for a small sum from each sub- 
scriber. The city never will do anything in 
this direction so long as politics is in its 
present condition and the money appropri- 
ated for such things goes to grafters.”’ 

The “‘ white wings” plan for a clean city 
is spreading rapidly, and several improve- 
ment organizations are considering it. The 
Hyde Park association is said to be in a posi- 
tion to adopt it. 


New Ways to Get Revenue. 

Francis W. Parker outlined a plan by 
which the system could be extended and the 
120 square miles of most thickly settled area 
cleaned each day. Assuming the city has 
the power, Mr. Parker said that special 

revenue could be collected from these 
sources: 

1. A tax on all street advertising. 

2. A tax on all vacant property. 

8. A tax for use of sewers by each propertyowner. 

4. A tax on all vehicles which use the streets. 

“Even without such sources ag I have 
suggested the city could be kept clean if all 
citizens would join as we have done in Hyde 
Park,” he said. ‘“ The territory which we 
clean {s between Fifty-fifth and Ffty-ninth 
streets and the Illinois Central tracks and 
Ellis avenue, with some strips outside. This 
is one-fourth of a square mile. It has cost 
us $6,000 a year by private subscription. It 
would cost $3,000,000 for 500 times that area, 
which is more than the entire district to be 
cleaned in Chicago. Add thé $1,000,000 ap- 
propriated by the city annually and we have 
$4,000,000, which would do the work most 
satisfactorily.” 

In Hyde Park the residents have paid a 
minimum of $1 a month for twenty foot lots,

Thus the news goes to 
the public, to be weighed between the accu- 
racy of judgment in the newspaper man and 
the possibility of truth in the official denial. 
As between the two the ordinary newspaper 
reader must recognize how frequently the 
official denial in time proves its falsity. 

Manifestly there is no disposition on the 
part of the financial world to smother news 
as a whole. It is when the news comes 
pertinently home that the business man is 
vexed and moved to dissimulations, But 
he has become so vexed and ‘so moved so 
often in financial life that he is confronting 
the hard fact that his denial is impotent. 


TRUE IMPORTANCE OF MERGER CASE. 
The merger decision falls into two divis- 
ions. The first pronounces that the North- 
ern Securities company was formed in vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law, and 
that this particular law is constitutional. 
Therefore the Northern Securities company 
must, in effect, dissolve itself into its orig- 
inal components. This is the less impor- 
tant of the two natural divisions of the 
decision, 

The second division treats of the powers 
of congress to regulate interstate and for- 
eign commerce. This is the more impor- 
tant part, for the Supreme court here seem- 
ingly declares that congreas, in its efforts 
to control trusts, may go not only as far as 
the Sherman law but much farther. 

Manifestly this is the nub of the decision. 
The Sherman law has not been an effectual 
barrier to the formation of trusts. But 
congress may now devise some broader, 
stronger method to control them. The de- 
cision of the court is— ete 

That congress has the power to establish rules 
by which interstate and international commerce 
shall be governed. 

This commerce which congress may “ es- 
tablish rules” to “ govern” includes not 
merely “ railroad carriers’ but “* combina- 
tions even among private manufacturers or 
dealers.” 

Briefly summarized, therefore, that decis- 
jon gives more power to the federal elbow 
to deal with all corporations which do busi- 
ness outside the limits of their own states. 
And the greatp majority of large corpora- 
tions do business outside the limits of their 
own states. 

The Sherman law, in effect, sought to 
deal with the trusts by preventing them— 
by legislating that two competing concerns 
should not, by coalescing, cease to compete. 
But since thé passage of the Sherman law 


there has been a great change in politico- 


economical thought. Nowadays competi- 
tion is not the fetich which it once was. 
Many people who formerly believed in 
Adam Smith’s theory of unrestricted com- 
petition have of late rag eae their 
minds. ‘They say combination is an eco- 
nomic advantage to the combiners, and that 
therefore combinations are inevitable, law 
or no law; that combinations will cease only 
when they cease to be economically advan- 
tageous; and when that time comes laws to 
check them will be superfluous. 

At all events, whether the views of the 
new school are sound or unsound, it is evi- 
dent that the Sherman law has not checked 
the formation of hundreds of trusts, many 
of them financially rotten, and the majority 
to be legally described as “in restraint of 
trade.” Even the Northern Securities case 
won under the Sherman law will have no 
practical effect as far as a reduction of fares 
or freight-tariffs goes. The Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific are owned by the same 
people as before the decision. Those own- 
ers are now informed that they cannot main- 
tain the convenient device known as the 
Northern Securities company to check com- 
petition between them. The stockholders 
of the two roads will promptly resort to 
some other device to check competition. 
Time will quickly show that when two com- 
panies do not wish to compete the Sherman 
law cannot make them. a 

But in upholding the Sherman law, in it- 
self a feeble thing, the Supreme court has 
indicated that congress may enact a series 
of broad, sweeping, comprehensive, and ef- 
fective laws to check and control the power 
of the gigantic, dangerously powerful trusts. 
Congress may enforce full publicity; possi- 
bly it may require corporations doing an in- 
terstate or foreign business to take out fed-

ILLITERACY AMONG IMMIGRANTS. 

The immigration laws are fairly effective 
as regards keeping out-crime and disease. 
They do not keep out ignorance, though it 
be of the darkest, densest kind. The polit- 
ical dangers of that ignorance in a country 
where an alien can beeome a voter in five 
years or less ought to be apparent. The 
man who has lived for a quarter of a cen- 
tury or more in a European country without 
learning to read or write, and without know- 
ing much about the government of that 
country, is not likely to acquire in five years’ 
residence in the United States that know)- 
edge of its institufions which is needed to 
make him an intelligent voter. The natural- 


ber of “ voting cattle’ and adds to the diffi- 
culty of governing the great cities decently. 

Five years is a short enough term of pro- 
bation, but in some states alfens are allowed 
to vote after they have been residents a 
year or a year and a half, or have taken out 
their first papers. ‘ That was the practice 
in Illinois once. The western states re- 
sorted to it at an early day in order to stimu- 
late immigration. They needed settlers to 
occupy the vacant lands, and believed that 
was a good way to getthem. There is not 
the eagerness to get immigrants that there 
was fifty or sixty years ago, and the custom 
of making men voters before they are citi- 
zens of the United States should be aban- 
doned by the states which stil] adhere to it. 

During the administration of John Adams 
the period of residence prior to naturaliza- 
tion was raised from five years to fourteen. 
That was a partisan measure. The federal- 
ists believed the majority of the immigrants 
would vote against them when they got the 
ballot. The law was repealed immediately 
after Jefferson became president, and the 
‘term has been five years ever since. Party 
chiefs are timid about recommending leg- 
islation which they fear may be unpopular 
and cost their party votes, and it is doubtful 
whether an attempt will be made to change 


the naturalization laws to give aliens more 


qualified substantiation of the reports. The 


ization of such a man merely swells the num- 


time in ‘which to become familiar with the 
institutions of this country. 

Even if the term of probation were to be 
ten years or fifteen, the hopelessly ignorant 
aliens would not become intelligent voters. 
That is why it is better to go to the root of 
the matter by forbidding the immigration 
of illiterates. 


GOOD BARGAIN FORSTREET CAR COMPANY 
The privileges of the City railway com- 
pany expired last) July. Since then it has 
been operating its lines under successive 
extensions granted by the council, extensions 
for which it has paid nothing. In the mean- 
time its officials have been communing with 
the local transportation committée and 
elaborating an ordinance which is incom- 
plete as regards the vital question of com- 
pensation. , While deliberating with the 
committee the traction company has paid 9 
per cent dividends to stockholders and com- 
plains of a poverty stricken condition, which 
makes it impossible to do more for them. 
‘The council has given the company an ex- 
tension for nine and a half months more. 
The company will pay about $60,000 for it. 
That is something, but it is far from being 
enough. If the municipal authorities had 
‘stood out for more they would have got 
more, but the city is so desperately hard up, 
is so much in need of every dollar it can lay 
hands on, that $60,000 seemed to the alder- 
men an enormous sum. The company cer- 
tainly has made a good bargain. It would 
be pleased to accept indefinite extension on 
the same terms as the latest one. 

The service on the Indiana avenue line 
will be improved, as the result of the per- 
mission given the traction company to string 
trolley wires on Wabash avenue north of 
Eighteenth street. It will take in more 
nickels. There will be less complaining 
about the service by south siders. The ques- 
tion of a permanent arrangement for a term 
of twenty years will drop out of sight for 
the time being. It will go over to the next 
council. 

The traction company has gained time. 
It has postponed until next January the set- 
tlement of the matter of adequate compen- 
sation to the city. When January comes, if 
the company finds the public indifferent and 
the council in a yielding mood, it will offer 
for a twenty year grant a tithe of what it 
ought to offer and will call that a generous 
compromise. If the offer be rejected the 
company will accept, if it can be had, an- 
other extension for pitifully small compen- 
sation and continue to pay excessive divi- 
dends to stockholders. 

These unending delays and patchwork 
improvements in service are exasperating. 
Possibly by next year the public will pro- 
test vigorously against further trifling, and 
there will be a council courageous enough to 
read the riot act to the traction company 
and let it understand, that it must close with 
the city’s terms or make way for another 
corporation which will accept them gladly.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

IR MORTIMER DURAND, after all, is 
to remain\here as British ambassa- 
dor, and the Hon. Charles Hardinge, 
now assistant undersecretary of state 
of the foreign office, has been chosen 
to succeed Sir Charles Scott as King Ed- 
representative at 8t. Petersburg. 
I hear from London that Sir Mortimer vir- 
tually had the refusal of the mission to Rus- 
sia, but that, on being sounded about the 
matter, he begged to be allowed to continue 
at Washington, feeling himself to such an 
extent at home in this country and having 
developed such a warm sympathy for the 
people here that he prefers to be ambassa- 


dor to the United States with $30,000 a year |. 
to being envoy at St. Petersburg with §45,- 


000, or, rather, $50,000. 

Failing Sir Mortimer, who on. account of 
his exceptional knowledge of Russia’s pol- 
icy in the orient, acquired while at the head 
of the department of foreign affairs at Cal- 
cutta, would have been of immense service 
to his country at St. Petersburg, Charles 
Hardinge is the best choice that could have 
possibly been made. For his wife, a sister 
of the new Lord Alington, isnot only a mem- 
ber of the household of Queen Alexandra 
and a close friend of the latter’e daughters, 
with whom she has been associated from her 
earliest childhood, but is also a great favor- 
ite of the two empresses of Russia, who, 
when she was at’ St. Petersburg during her 
hubband’s tenure of the secretaryship of the 
embassy, admitted her to a degree of inti- 
macy accorded to no other woman of the 
diplomatic corps. 


Mrs. Hardinge saw much of Empress Alex- 
andra prior to the latter’s marriage, when 
she used to come to England to stay with 
her grandmother, Queen Victoria, and at 
Sandringham with her uncle, King Edward, 
while Czarina Marte is drawn towards her 
by her passion for music, Mrs. Hardinge 
being extremely musical and the foremost 
amateur woman violinist in Europe. In- 
deed, her violin, which is a beautiful Strad- 
ivarius given to her by her father and which 
cost I do not know how many thousand dol- 
lars, is likely to contribute quite as much to 
maintain the harmony between the courts 
of St. Petersburg and St. James ag the diplo- 
macy of her husband. 

The latter was, I believe, for a short time 
attached to the embassy at Washington, but 
may be said to have won his spurs at Te- 
heran, and came prominently to the fore last 
year, when King Edward, on the occasion of 
his state visits to Lisbon, Rome, and Paris, 
took him along with him in the capacity of 
acting minister lprattendance. This result- 
ed in his receiving orders of knighthood 
from the French, Italian, and Portuguese 
governments. Indeed, there is no member 
of the English diplomatic service who pos- 
sesses such a number of foreign decorations, 
and with his stars and ribbons, the latter in- 
cluding those of the companionship of the 
English order of the Bath and of the Vic- 
torian order, he will present a singularly 
gorgeous appearance at St. Petersburg, quite 
different from that of the great Lord Castle- 
reagh, who at the congress of Vienna was 
described by Talleyrand as so “ distingué "’ 
just because he was the only plenipotentiary 
present whose coat was unadorned by any 
decoration. 

Charles Hardinge is about 46 years of age 
and a younger brother of the present Lord 
Hardinge, and, failing the latter’s little boy, 
now 9 years of age, next heir to his peerage. 
lie would not, however, tnherit his brother's 
annuity of $15,000 a year, granted by the 
state for three lives at the time of the crea- 
tion of the Hardinge peerage in favor of the 
first viscount, who greatly distinguished 
himself under Wellington in the peninsular 
war, filling, the offices of secre- 
tary of war, governor general of India, 
where he won great fame as the conqueror 
of the Sik while, on his- return to Eng- 
land, he was for a number of years com- 
mander in chief of the army. 


There is another Hardinge high in the 
diplomatic service besides the new ambassa- 
dor to Russia—namely: Sir Arthur Hardinge. 
The latter is not, as so many English news- 
papers declare, Charles’ brother, but his first 
cousin. ‘True, Charles Hardinge had a 
brother of the name of Arthur in the army, 
But he met with his death a few years ago 
by‘ being throwh from his horse at Hyde 
Park corner in London. The only other 
Arthur Hardinge is the one who is now 
British minister at Teheran, where he suc- 
ceeded Sir Mortimer Durand. He was ap-: 
pointed by the English government to attend 
the present emperor of Russia on the occa- 
sion of the latter's tour through India, and 
is married to a daughter of Gen. Sir Arthur 
Ellis, the permanent chief of the lord cham- 


berlain's department at the court of St. | 


James. Lady Hardinge, it may be added, 
was engaged to be married to the present 
marquis of Queensberry’s elder brother, 
Lord Drumlanrig, who on the eve of the day 
appointed for the wedding met with his 
death in so sudden and tragic a manner 
while out shooting. 
= 


As Prince Eulenburg, who until a year or 
60 ago was German ambassador at Vienna, 
is not rich, the impending marriage of his 
eldest son to the colossally wealthy Baroness 
Marie Mayr von Melnhof, must be consid- 
ered as an extremely advantageous match, 
and fs likely to add still further to. the for- 
tunes of this particularly lucky branch of 
the Eulenburg,family. While the bride is a 
charming girl, she has not until now been 
regarded as belonging to the aristocracy, or 
been admitted to the court circle. Her grand- 
father, Franz Mayr of Leoben, was a self- 
made man, and in course of time became to 
Austria what Krupp was to Germany— 
namely: the greatest fron and steel magnate 
of the empire, owning immense mines of 
every description and iron works, and re- 
ceiving before his death in recognition of his 
services to Austrian industry the title of 
baron from the emperor, as well as a seat in 
the upper house of the imperial parliament 
at Vienna. His son, the father of the 
fiancée of young Count Eulenburg, only sur- 
vived him a few years, leaving a widow, who 
has since married Count Stubenberg. 

‘ 

Count Eulenburg is an officer of the First 
regiment of foot guards at Potsdam, and has 
inherited those gifts of poetry and of music 
which were the origin of the intimacy be- 
tween his father and the kaiser, with whom 
the young count is a particular favorite. 

Incidentally, it may be mentioned that the 
German embassy at Vienna, which was for 
50 many years the home of the Eulenburgs, 
was the scene the other day of a ball given in 
honor of the engagement of the grand duke 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin and Princess Alex- 
andra of Great Britain and of Brunswick. 
Not only was the grand duke present with 
his flancée, but also her father, the ex-crown 
prince of Hanover and duke of Cumberland, 
who has been until now prevented from 
taking possession of his throne of the duchy 
of Brunswick, owing to his refusal to recog. 
nize the annexation of his father’s kingdom 
of Hanover by Prussia, which it may be re- 
membered took place in 1866. 

It is said that his attitude in the matter 
is due to a death bed promise exacted from 
him by his father. Until now he has held 
aloof from the German emperor and every- 
thing pertaining to the latter's government, 
and this ball given by Count and Countess 
Wedel at the German embassy the other day 
was .the first occasion that he had ever 
crossed its threshold, although he has lived 
at Vienna since 1866, and marks the inaugu- 
ration of friendlier relations with the kaiser.

EDUCATION AND FAITH. 
Dr. Thwing of Western Reserve Thinks 
Both Should Be Liberal, 

Dr. Thwing is one of the best known col- 
lege presidents in the country. Probably no 
one else has made so thorough and so many 
sided a study of “ the American college ”’ in 
all its aspects and relations as-he. College 
*“ commencements”’ are a distinctly Amer- 
ican institution, and the baccalaureate ad- 
dress is one of the most characterigtic fea- 
tures of the commencement. Dr. Thwing’s 
latest volume, “A LIBERAL EDUCATION,” 
is made up of fourteen baccalaureate ad- 
dresses. All of them, says Dr. Thwing, are 
endeavors to interpret the relations of edu- 
cation and retigion, with the purpose of mak- 
ing education more nobly religious, religion 
more wise, and both more liberal. And they 
are well suited to their purpose. There is a 
fine and noble spirit of wisdom pervading 
them, and there is a rare charm of style and 
manner in the way they are presented. There 
is a vital simplicity and sureness in Presi- 
dent Thwing’s use of words that is particu- 
larly admirable. He understands strikingly 
well the typical college student, he knows 


how to find him, how to win his confidence, ° 


and so how to be of real use-to him. (The

BALLADS BY THE HALES. 
Old Songs of New England Collected for 
the First Time. 

Edward Everett Hale and his children dur- 
ing an ocean voyage decided to make good the 
deplored lack of any ballad Jiterature in 
America, and have produced “ NEW ENG- 
LAND HISTORY TOLD IN BALLADS.” 


‘The book attempts to perpetuate in ballad 


form events of interest in American history 
from the advent of the Pilgrim fathers to 
the civil war. Those ballads contributed by 
Mr. Hale have considerable merit, although 
they would néver be mistaken for productions 
of a ballad making age. They possess less 
spontaneity and too much consciousness of 
literary precedents. But a large portion of 
the book is made up of ballads gathered from 
obscure places and are well worth preserv- 
ing. 
The time honored tale of Robinson Crusoe, 
with its unvarying rhymes and disregard of 
grave nautical coherence, ballads of Franklin 
which are no doubt the worst things he ever 
perpetrated, and many anonymous ballads, 
good examples of the art, all contribute to 
the interest of this unique book. If America 
has not the ballads of England and Scotland, 
she ought to preserve those she has. (Little, 
Brown & Co., Boston.) 


“The Autoblography of Herbert Spencer,” 
to be published by D. Appleton & Co. late in 
March, which promises to be the most inter- 
esting of the spring publications, inspired by 
the publication of John Stuart Mill of the 
account of his early training that he had re- 
ceived from his father, James Mill. Spen- 
cer’s early training by his father had been 
in such perfect contrast to that of Mill, and, 
as he thought, so much more rational and 
practical, that he was at once aroused to 
begin the undertaking. Spencer devoted his 
spare hours to the work for twenty years. 
It is then seen that in its immediate im- 
pulse the work was educational. But the 
interest of the story does notstopthere. An 
American friend of Spencer who had read the 
books says: “‘ It is as broad and many sided 
as human experience, and the marvel and 
charm of it is its simple, straightforward, 
and obvious truthfulness. It seems to me 
to exceed any of his former works in inter- 
est and practical value.”’ 


“THE LIFE OF SAINT MARY MAG- 
DALENE,” translated from the Italian of an 
unknown author of the fourteenth century 
by Valenetina Hawtrey, is a fanciful and 
curious affair. In certain respects it is ex- 
tremely like the old ‘‘ Apocryphal Gospels ”’ 
and “ Letters,’’ only it has been conceived 
under the influences of the greater literary 
refinements of the later times. Still there is 
here much more ofa really penetrating super- 
stition, tenderness, andreverence. There is, 
however, the same fancy free imagination in 
th naflve fictitious amplification and color- 
ing of the story. It is a kind of continued, 
sentimental, pious, imaginative meditation 
on what was, and what supposedly might 
have been, according to the prevailing ideas 
of the time. (John Lane, New York.)

N many of the southern states the so- 

called “‘Jim Crow” laws are on the 

statute books and so have the semblance 

of legality. In many of the northern 

states the same discrimination against 
the negro is enforced, though usually by un- 
derhanded and indirect methods. It might 
well be asked whether the real feeling and 
the real result is not practically the same iu 
both cases. 

For instance, in the south negroes are not 
allowed.to eat in the same room with white 
men, not even at railroad eating houses. 

Here are a couple of instances of the way 


north: 

In one of the most famous restaurants in 
Chicago the waiters were all colored men. 
When a negro entered and asked to be served 
he was seated in the usual way at a table on 
which there were no menu or price cards, 
Presently a price card was laid before him, 
And in that price card lay all the effective- 
ness of the. strictest southern “ Jim Crow ’”’ 
law. It read something like this: 

Coffee, per cup.......... 
Coffee, with cream, per 
Bread and 1.00 
Pork chops 
Sirloin steak, plain 
Beer, draft, per 

One glance at that card and its awful prices 
Was usually enough to send the colored man 
hurrying out of the place. If, in spite of it 
all, he persisted in giving his order he found 
that he was obliged to wait for an hour or so 
before it was served, and then, if he had or- 
dered pork chops, for instance, at $8 the or- 
der, after making several complaints, two 
‘little pleces of bone and gristle would be 
brought in on an icy cold plate and entirely 
surrounded by cold and solid grease. 

It is not on record that any colored man 
ever ventured to patronize this particular 
restaurant the second time. 


There is another restaurant in Chicago 
which is famous for its apple pie and cheese. 
In some way word of its fame reached the 
ears of an old colored man, who has a small 
income and has fretired from active work. 
Tha day after he went into this eating house 
and ordered apple pile end cheese. It was 
brought and he found that its reputation was 
well deserved. The next day he came back 
again and repeated the order. Again he was 
promptly served, but this time the piece of 
ple was not more than half as large as it had 
been the first time, while the cheese had also 
greatly diminished in size since the day be- 
fore. The third day the apple pie had reached 
almost microscopic proportions. It was the 
length and thickness of a lead pencil, while 
the cheese was a mere postage stamp in 
thickness. He stuck it out until the fourth 
noon, at which time there was placed before 
him a large plate with two atoms in its center, 
one of pie, the other of cheese, both of which 
together epg gt have made a bill full for 
a canary bird. 

“I guess you don’t want my. custom,” 
said the colored man. 

“That's as you please,” answered the 
waiter, who was only following the orders of 
his. manager.

long ago a colored man, almost a mulatto in

viction that seventy-two hours’ hard rain 
would be needed in the next week to save 
the crop in Texas and the territories. 


As to the different warieties and qualities 
of wheat which under a liberal inspection 
system can all come together under one head 
the Modern Miller, with special reference to 
the St. Louts contract brand, says: & Some 
of the elevator systems are this year in a 
position ‘to emulate the city grocer who ad- 
vertised for sale eggs, good eggs, choice egEs, 
and real eggs. Some elevators have to offer 
various mixtures of soft, hard, and mow 
burned wheat; soft, hard, and other varie- 
ties, and some milling wheat. It is all wheat 
and liberal inspection has made it all No. ». 
To a large extent speculation is responsible 
for mixing. The manufacture of contract 
grades under heavy pressure results in a 
great variety of mixtures, and an unusual 
pressure on inspectors to let stuff slide that 
in less excited times would certainly not be 
permitted. It results in much No. 2 wheat 
and some real No. 2 wheat. The real may 
be designated as fancy.”’ 


There is apparently a rush for cash wheat 
on the part of millers at all the leading mar- 
kets. There were sales of 5,000 bu No. 2 red 
here at 99c, or 34c over May at the time; 
of 25,000 bu No. 2 spring, and df about 75,000 
bu sample hard winter wheat. Cash prices 
were strong. generally Ic to 2c higher. St. 
Louis sold 200,000 bu hard winter to go to 
Minneapolis, the northwestern millers ap- 
parently getting a freight rate which was 
better than any obtainable at Kansas City. 
The Kansas City cash price was up Ic, coun- 
try offerings there light because farmers 
are waiting to see how the growing crop 
starts out. Duluth feported godd sales to 
eastern mills, the business estimated late in 
the day as high as 150,000 bu. Local ship- 
ping sales of corn, 50,000 bu; oats, 50,000 bu. 


The board of directors yesterday framed 
a resolution protesting against the proposed 
appropriation of the west side of Dearborn 
street, in front of the new postoffice, for 
shipping purposes on the ground that such 
a change would be detrimental to the pub- 
lic interests.

CORN PRODUCTS PAYS NOTHING 
ON THAT STOCK THIS YEAR. 


Earnings for 19038 Were Equal to 2.03 
Per Cent on the Shares—Company 
Expends $1,750,000 on Plant Recon- 
struction and Improvement—Out- 
look for the Present Year—Chicago 
Inclined to Be More Hopefal Over 
| Market Outlook. 


Owing to an expenditure of $1,750,000 for 
reconstruction, improvements, and remodel- 
ing of plants, directors of the Corn Products 
company yesterday passed the dividend on 
the common stock. From astatement given 
out after the meeting of the board it would 
appear that earnings for the year, after de- 
duction of the amount named, and also $420,- 
000 for interest on underlying bonds, were 
equal to 2.03 per cent on the common stock, 
the surplus for the year being $913,611. 


In round figures net earnings for the fiscal | 


year ended on March 1, 1904, were given at 
$5,000,000. Making the proper deductions 
and dividend on the preferred stock the earn- 


ings figure out as follows: 7

It will be seen that to have undertaken to 
continue the 4 per cent rate on the common 
out of last year’s earnings would have left a 
deficit and to have paid 2 per cent would 
have left no surplus. The action of the 
board, therefore, was mevitable as well as 
conservative. The improvements having all 
been made out of earnings dlso shows the 
attitude of the management toward the com- 
mon stock, which is that it is entitled to 
what may be left after maintaining the com- 
pany’s property out of earnings and pro- 
viding for surplus and depreciation. “ 

Even with passing the common dividend, 
which will lgave all of last year’s earnings, 
after the preferred stock, applicable to the 
surplus, the latter account at the end of 
the fiscal year was still $881,659 less than at 
the close of the previous fiscal year. The 
changes in the surplus account may be set 
forth as follows:

The company earned in the fiscal year 
ended on March 1, 1903, 4.68 per cent on the 
common stock, after deducting a full year’s 
dividend on the preferred. Of this amourt 
it pald 4 per cent, leaving a surplus of less 
than 1 per cent. That was a close margin 
for a well managed company. Fifty per cent 
of the plants, however, were closed down a 
good part of the year of 1902, and it was 
thought that 1903 earnings would be much 
larger. But again the Chicago plant was 
closed down.

The official statement issued by Secretary 
C. L. Glass after the meeting of the board 
yesterday contained the following: 

“At a meeting of the directors of the Corn 
Products company this day held it was re- 


‘ported that the official audit‘of the company’s 


business for the fiscal year ending on March 
1, 1904, had not been completed, but it was 
estimated that the total earnings of all tlie 
subsidiary companies for the fiscal year end- 
ing on March 1, 1904, amounted to about 
$5,000,000, From this amount there is to'be 
deducted $420,000 for Interest on underlying 
bonds, also $1,750,000 for rebuilding and re- 
modeling plants, also for additions and re- 
pairs. This amount also includes the cost 
of rebuilding the Chicago plant, which was 
partly destroyed and rendered inoperative 
by fire. It has been rebuilt, modernized, and 
thoroughly equipped for a large production. 
It has been out of service for a year, but itis 
now in operation. Extensive additions, im- 
provements; and repairs have been made to 
other plants, which increase the efficiency. 
All of these expenses have been paid out of 
the earnings. 

“None of the subsidiary companies has 
any floating indebtedness, and no increase 
has been made to the capital or plant ac- 
counts for these improvements. No excep- 
tional or extraordinary expenditures are 
antitipated for the coming year. The pro- 
ductive capacity of the plants has been 
increased, and the outlook for future busi- 
ness is regarded favorable. A quarterly 
dividend of 1% per cent was declared on the 
preferred stock, but in view of the large ex- 
penses incurred for improvements during the 
last year no action was taken as to the com- 
mon stock.” 


Chicago and the Market. 


La Salle street viewed the advance in the 
New York market in the afternoon from dif- 
ferent standpoints. A majority of the com- 
mission houses credited the spurt to short 
covering. It was pointed out that prices of 
active stocks advanced in a good many 
cases one-half point between sales. This 
was construed as nervousneess on the part 
of the short interest. Besides, it has been 
manifest that the important interestsin Wall 
street intend to-support the market, at least 
for the time being. 

On Monday, one-half hour before the 
Northern Securities decision was rendered, 
all the active stocks on the list began to ad- 
vance. There was a slight recession imme- 
diately upon the reading of the decision, but 
thereafter prices firmed up. This pronounced 
attitude of the big people toward the market 
naturally tended to disturb the short inter- 
est. It is recognized that the big people 
themselves have the stocks and they are 
supporting prices for their own benefit. 

Aside from the general sentiment that 
shorts were responsible for yesterday’s rise 
there was also noted an improved feeling in 
some houses. The thought was that a load 
had been lifted from the market position In 
that the worst was known. It was accepted 
as a certainty that no more aggressive action 
against the trusts would originate at Wash- 
ington, until after the election. This af- 
forded a breathing spell and the hope that 
conditions would be permitted to adjust 
themselves without further drastic action. 

It is also to be recorded that the decision 
against the Northern Securities company 
was considered good for the general financial 
situation. This opinion is different from the 
one held two years ago, when suits against 
the company began. It is now recognized 
that no capitalistic interest is large enough 
successfully to override the laws of the 
country, and that is a wholesome assurance.

$66,772,000, Increase of Nearly $40,-

Months — Owns $17,000,000 More 
Stocks and Bonds of Other Com- 
panies then Its Own Capital Amounts 
To~Gross Earnings Break Record. 


The report of the Lake Shore rallway for 
the three months ended Dec. 31, just issued, 
shows a heavy increase in the amount of se- 
curities held in the treasury. The securities 
owned by the Lake Shore at the close of last 
year amounted to $66,772,000, an increase of 
nearly $40,000,000 during the last two years. 
It now owns nearly $17,000,000 more stocks 
and bonds of other companies than its entire 
stock amounts to. 
The heavy increase in holdings of the Lake 
Shore Jast year was the result of large pur- 
chases of Reading and Hocking Valiqy se- 
curities. The company had a profit loss 
surplus at the close of the year amounting 
to $17,284,000. 
Gross Earnings Break | 
The year’s gross earnings were the largest 
in the history of the company, amounting to 
$34,625,000, as against $30,200,000 in 1902 and 
$20,200,000 in 1901. Owing to the large in- 
crease in operating expenses, however, the 
net earnings were smaller than in either 
1902 or 1901. Other income amounted , to 
$2,336,000, an increase of more than 100 
per cent as.compared with the previous year. 
The surplus for the year was $4,489,000.
